REPLIES FROM THE COLONIES. 


(Reuter’s Service.) : 


7 London, March 18. 
During his speech on introducing the naval estimates in the 
House of Commons, Mr. Ammon said the Government had closely 
and earnestly comsidered the question of Singapore, as involving 
questions of much wider implication than naval strategy. After fully 
considering all the relevant facts and consulting the Dominions, the 


_ Government had decided not proceed with the Singapore scheme.

. —{Loud Ministerial cheers). . 

Mr. Ramsay Macdonald repudiated the suggestion that the 
Government's action was in any way cutting ourselves off from the 
co-operation of the Dominions or making it impossible to carry on 
co-operation under different circymstances, and perhaps different 
plans. He stated, incidentally, that the Singapore schema would in 

* nowise violate the Washington agreement, and moreover the position 
of Singapore was second to none if We were driven to create a new 
fleet in the Pacific, but after careful consideration the Government 
had decided the scheme would detrimentally affect our foreign policy 
of aiming at the creation. of international confidence and facilitating 
a comprehensive agreement on the Hmitation of armaments. 

The Premier further stated that the Commonwealth of Australia 
cordially sympathized with the Government's international policy, 
and desired a better international understanding and advance to- 
wards a reduction of armaments, but ‘considered the action of His 
Majesty's Government would jeopardise instead of assist that policy. 
—(Opposition cheers). The Singapore schame was for defensive and 
not offensive purposes, Gen. Smuts described this Imperial policy 
as a.bold move towards enduring peace and wholeheartedly agreed 
with it.—(Liberal and Labour cheers... Gen. Smuts felt the great 
cause cf peace and conciliation would he seriously undermined by 
the construction of the base. . : 

Mr. Macdonald concluded by stating that Australia had ex- 
‘pressed willingness to contribute a substantial sum for development 
of the base, whilst New Zealand had already offered a Girst contribu- 
tion of a hundred thousand sterling. ”

In the House of Lords, Lord Chelmsford communicated a sum- 
mary of the Dominions’ replies regarding the Singapore scheme. 

» Canada and [reland preferred not to give advice. The Anstratian, 
the New Zealand and the Newfoundland Prime Ministers urged that 
the scheme be proceeded with. Gen. Smuts approved the Imperial 
Government's policy as tending towards enduring peace. . 

The Lords carried by 56 t6 19 a motion by Marquess Curzon 
regretting the Government’ action in abandoning the Singapore 
scheme. “believing the develupment of a naval base at Singapore, as 
approved by the [Imperial Conference? is urgently required for the 
protection of commerce and security of the Dominions, and the 
future maintenance of peace.” . ;

cy Mr.. Baldwin Calls for Decision. 

London, March.18. 

The House of Commons debate on the Singapore scheme con- 
cluded after Mr. Baldwin had stated that the Conservatives reserved 
the right to speak fully and demand the decision of the House on 
the report stage. Mr. Hugh Seely, the Liberal, thereupon moved 
the nor-necessity of constructing five cruisers, which was defeated 
by 304 to 114. The House then adjourned 
. , An apposite example of foreign susceptibilities in naval matters 
was given by Lord Chelmsford, in defending the Government's policy 
in the House of Lords. He quoted the stir caused by the choice of 
the Mediterranean for their naval manoeuvres recently, which was 

a pertectly innocent act on our part.” He pointed out that similar 
exercises were carried’out in the same neighbourhood in 1922, and 
would similarly have taken place last year but for the situation in 
the Dardanelles. ., .

Such 
ameans of drawing conclusions 
is provided by the ‘report of the 
Chinese Post Office Savings Bank, 
the fourth issue of which has just 
come to hand. We can only 
regrat that this report is ex- 
tremely belated, as it deals with 
the eleventh year of Chung-hua 
Min-kuo (1922), and 1? .refore 
sheds no light on the working of 
the institution since the removal 
of foreign control. It is pointed 
out, however, that, in spite of the 
unsettled conditions. with the 
consequent cessation or disloca- 
tion of communications, it is 
possible to record an expansion 
in almost every branclr of the 
savings bank work. 


Varying Popularity. <— . 
The report shows that whilst 
in many districts of China the 
Post Uftica savings bank enjoys 
great popularity, it is mot so weil 


| supported. in_some parts of the 


country. owiag to the rate of 
interest being’ much lower than 
that offered by native banks and 
money ahops. All the same. it 
is felt that the P. O. bank system 
is becoming better known ana 
more greatly appreciated every 
year. ‘Yhisis borne-out by the 
figures quoted. It was found in 
iyzz that, owing to the unsettled 
state of the country everywhere, 
the public in general abstsined 
from other inovestments and 
placed their money in the Fost 
vifice savings bank for safe 
custody, evidently having come 
to recognise the absolute security 
of their deposits when entrusted 
to that institution. » Ihe total 
number of such savings banks 
was $34 at toe end of tne year 
under review, and the deposits 
were, in big dollars, $4,125,239.30 
(an increase of 62 per 
cent. over 1921); whilst the 
withdrawals, in big dollars, 
amounted to $3,021,074.41 (an in- 
crease of 73 percent.). The num- 
ber of depositors had increased 
from 13,863 to 20,378. ‘he deposits 
in small coin were approximately 
$2,000,000, The figures might 
seem ridiculously small in view 
of the vast population of Uhina, 
but when one tiids thet the num- 
ber of depositars and: amount in- 
vested bas multiplied several! 
times within but three anda half 

years, one realises that there 
might be unlimited possibilities 
ahead, for the Chinese, as a race, 
are exceedingly thrifty.

Harvester 
Company, of jcago, and if 
ever any commercial | venture 
in China was fall of interest, 
then it surely is that being 
sponsored by Mr. Reimer. As is 
perhaps well known, the Interna- 
tional Harvester Company, with 
subsidiary companies in Australia 
and Great Britain, are the largest 
manufacturers of agricultural im- 
plements in the world, and the 
task of Mr. Reimer is, purely 
and simply, to attempt to induce 
Chinese agriculturists to forsake 
their age-old ways of tilling the 
soil and adopt modern and more 
efficient methods. 

The agricultural methods of 
the Chinese have remained 
unaltered for centuries; thera is 
still «the division of the 
soil into little plot. of 
irregular shape, the ase of light 
and unscientific ploughs that do 
‘Hittle more than scratch the 
surface, the gathering of the rice 
erop-by handthe- thréshing—by 
hand—in fact, agriculture is still 
an antiquated .and . primitive 
industry. 

ACTUAL DEMONSTRATION. 

“It is oar endeavour,” said 
Mr. Reimer to a Teleyrurph 
Tepresentative to-day, “to in- 
troduce to the Chinese the 
benefits of better methods. China 
is the only country in the world 
where we do not sell our goods. 
We think it is onty a matter of 
time, although the biggest 
handicap is the abundance of 
cheap labour. Labour-saving 
arguments do not have very much 


weight, but we are certain that] 


the Chinese can largely increase 
their output. The soil'is never 
really turned, the subsoil is 
practically untouched and we 
are here to see if we cannot 
persuade them to turn to 
modern methods. There is 
only one way of teaching them 
and thatis by showing—by taking 
implements out into the country 
and demonstrating what they can 
do. Thatis whet we are doing. 
We let them cultivate one half 
acre by their methods and we 
cultivate one half by ours, and 
the difference in yield is tremend- 
ous. In Korea, the Japanesa 
have purchased large quantities 
of modern agricultural! imple- 
ments and the result has been a 
great increase in production. The 
use of modern implements has 
heiped to open up the country 
and to bring other improvements, 
because they have had to extend 
tailway lines to bring down the 
graix from districts that were but 
poor producing districts before. 

“We are trying to work 
through the educational centres, 
too, To the Canton Christian 
College we have supplied a 
plough, a cultivator and a mower 
and the students of the College 
see these things at work and 
know how supenor they are over 
the old methods. At Nanking 
University we have .done the 
samme.” 


COMMUNITY BUYING.; 

Asked about-the obstacle of 
expense, seeing that. Chinese 
farmers are, for the most part, 
poor people, Mr. Reimer admitted 
that “community purchasing” 
would have to be gone in for. He 
instanced how one. village up 
‘North, desirous of irrigating some 
land ratber far°away from the 
fiver, bought a pump. It belonged’ 
to the village as a whole, and in- 
stead of the old method of pump- 
ing up water by treadmill and 
band affairs, the villagers had 
their land watered just by setting 
the pump in motion, They had 
all shared the expense and were 
now sharing the benefits. Some- 
thing similar could easily be done 
inthe way ofimplements. | 

In conclusion, Mr. Reimer said 
he was convinced that if modern 
methods of agricuitare could be 
widely introduced inte Chine the 
country would stand togain great 
benefits and could become one of 
the grestest producing - countries 
of the would.

A girl, however well 
educated and competent, was not 
expected ta appear in public, and 


if she did so, it was in the face of {” 


severe criticism. 

A great change has come into 
the relationship of mother and 
daughter in law, a very great 
change. Formerly the mother-in- 
law was the mistress. the daugh- 
ter-in-law the lifelong, unpaid 
slave. Nowadays, a daughter-in- 
law, having reached years of dis- 
cretion before she enters her new 
home, joins in the counsels of the 
home, and is its mistress.
